FM station in 
Cleveland, OH. The 24-hour "Christian" station, operated by Algel 
Dones, had been operating on 89.9 MHz and allegedly caused 
interference to WKSU at Kent State University. (Radio World, 29 Apr 
98, pp 3) 

The Federal Communications Commission is seeking a budget increase of 
approximately 14% for the new fiscal year, up $26 million from FY 
1998. At least a portion of this increase will go toward rent for 
unused office space in the Reagan Building and mandatory pay and 
benefit increases, but there would be no increase in staffing from 
the current level of 2105 employees. The FCC is also facing the so- 
called Y2K crisis and needs to replace or update many of its 
computers.

ACE members speak out! 

While this letter is not from an ACE member and was not sent to VR 
for publication, it *was* sent to USA Today, which published it on 
March 10th, 1998, and was submitted to us by Desperado of TIER. The 
writer is FCC Chairman William E. Kennard, and the headline reads: 
"Radio -Pirates' Interfere, Break Law, Create Safety Hazards". A few 
excerpts for your reading enjoyment follow: 

"It's the law. The column glamorizing so-called pirate radio 
broadcasters as "good guys" - as the USA Today headline says - 
ignores the fact mandatory licensing of broadcast stations to prevent 
chaos and interference on the public's airwaves has been the law, 
upheld by the Supreme Court, more than 80 years. The FCC is 
interested in exploring ways ... to increase the number of radio 
stations available to the public to serve niche community markets. 
I am committed to this goal. But new station opportunities can be 
made available only through lawful licensing, not by unlicensed 
broadcasters . 

Complaints to the FCC confirm that unlicensed low-power radio 
stations interfere with programming from licensed radio stations. It 
is also a fact that pirate radio stations cause safety hazards and 
interference with air traffic control communications on frequencies 
adjacent to the FM band... 

Current FCC licensing rules, including a 100-wa.tt minimum power 
level for radio stations, are designed to maximiz^ the number of 
diverse voices on the airwaves serving the widest possible audiences. 
There are more than 12,000 AM and FM station licenses nationally, 
many issued to small broadcasters. 

The rhetorical claim that the FCC's policies are designed only to 
benefit "rich corporations" is false. 

Nevertheless, I am concerned about the impact of recent media 
consolidation trends on diverity of voices in the media and am 
looking for ways ... to create, if possible, additional broadcast 
outlets for communities around the United States. The FCC will not 
condone illegal broadcasting. "...we invite these unlicensed 
broadcasters and other interested parties to instead give us their 
ideas, and to work with the FCC in crafting lawful solutions..." 

s/William E. Kennard, Chairman, FCC 



Hmmmm. Sounds good, doesn't it? Unfortunately, the facts do not 
support Mr. Kennard 's statements. There may, indeed, be about 12,000 
licensed stations but *very* few, if any, are owned and operated by 
the communities to which they are licensed and are required to serve. 
And the vast majority of them do precisely ZERO local programming - 
most of it comes off the satellite these days! Talk about bland and 
boring; there's nothing new and different and absolutely nothing of 
local interest. And exactly *how* is a 100-watt minimum power level 
supposed to maximize the number of voices on the airwaves? It should 
be obvious to anyone that you can get a lot more 10-watt stations on 
the air than you can 100-watt stations! 

Today, the only way to get a local voice on the airwaves is to ignore 
the FCC Rules and broadcast illegally. And what happens if you do? 
The other (licensed) stations in the area file phony claims of 
"interference"; primarily meaning interference with their profit- 
margins. As has been pointed out many times, a 5- or 10-watt 
micro'caster CANNOT possibly interfere or compete with a 50,000-watt 
licensed station! But by presenting original and creative local 
programming, they can (and sometimes do) take away "cume" - audience 
- which means the possibility of declining revenues for the licensed 
station that doesn't\care about their listeners! 
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No micro'caster in their right mind willfully causes any 
interference. After all, they want to be heard, too; what's the point 
of broadcasting if nobody can hear you? And if you put your station 
so close to the local powerhouse that you might cause interference, 
nobody will be able to tune you in. (And again, how much interference 
can a 5-watt transmitter cause to a 50kW station? Virtually zero!) 
Thus, the argument is specious. Yes, there *can* be a problem with 
images and/or harmonics in the aircraft band, but that is easy to fix 
with an output filter. 

Although the FCC is presently encouraging microcasters to submit 
ideas and suggestions toward possible changes, one has to wonder what 
they plan to do with the identities of the people who actually 
respond. Could this be a scam to obtain names and addresses for 

Finally, the Communications Act of 1934 (as amended) still states 
that the airwaves are a Public Resource, yet the FCC monopoly on 
behalf of big-money interests prohibits the Public's use of them. 
Laws that are unjust (as this one obviously is) do not deserve to be 
obeyed, jta

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When contacting a Free Radio station: 



Always use the address announced in the broadcast; it is the 
most current. If no address is announced, use the one listed 
here. If the station has no listed address, you can try sending 
a report to one of the major maildrops and crossing your 

Always enclose adequate postage with your report for forwarding 
and reply. Never expect a 'droperator to pay the postage for 
your QSL - most will not do so. Enclose three mint First Class 
stamps if you live in the same country as the station; 
otherwise US$1 or a couple IRCs should do the trick. For pirate 
outside your country, enclose three or four IRCs or a dollar or 
two. NOTE: do NOT enclose a SASE unless the station 
specifically requests that you do so. 

Remember that announcing a maildrop is not the same thing as 
guaranteeing a QSL, so don't blame the 'droperator if you never 
hear from the station. We are not QSL Managers, after all; we 
only handle the mail. Station Ops should keep their promises. 

One final tip: Avoid asking about station location. It's a dumb 
question that Operators only answer to mislead correspondents. 
Most Ops, however, will answer questions about power or 
equipment, and appreciate your technical observations, 
bandscans and recordings. 



If you Operate and desire audience contact, you should use 
maildrop service for some semblance of security. There ar 
several "open" 'drops available, including:

CLANDESTLNE RADIO WATCH 

The big news this month in clandestine DXing comes to us from ACE member Nick Grace of 
Washington. DC and Martin Schocch of Merseburg, Germany. These two veteran clandestine DXers 
have started a new internel information newsletter called Clandestine Radio Watch. I'll quote the 
description of this service as described by Nick and Martin: 

"Clandestine Radio Watch is a biweekly report which centralizes the latest news and developments 
affecting the study of clandestine radio in an easy-to-read format. Editions are published around 2000 
UTC Thursdays through c-mail and are posted on the two web pages given below within 24 hours. We 
welcome your conlributions, input and support. Logs, QSL verification information, as well as 
background material can be sent to either of CRW's editors." E-mail contact addresses are Nick Grace 
via ybOrmi@lctterbox.cnm or Martin Schoech via schoechfa chcmic.uni-hallc.de respectively. 
How do you get access to the new newsletter? Again quoting their release, "CRW can also be accessed 
on-line at http://wmv.gcocitics.com/CapeCanaveral/2592/gco-cla.htm and soon to be mirrored on 
the Clandestine Radio Intel web: http://wTvw.qsl.net/ybOrmi/cland.htm (URL)." 
Longtime clandestine chasers will remember Gerry Dexter's old Clandestine Confidential newsletter. 
It originally was stimulated by Gerry's outstanding Clandestine Confidential book, which was a 
detailed analysis of historical clandestine station activity during the last couple of decades, organized 
by country. This excellent book still shows up from time to time on the shelves at shortwave retail 
stores, normally at a big discount. For many years after the book was published, Gerry published the 
newsletter on a bimonthly basis to provide updated information. Gerry ended the publication of this 
newsletter a few years ago, largely because of dwindling subscription numbers. 
Ihc new Grace and Schoech effort shows considerable promise for reviving the niche formerly 
occupied by Gerry's valuable book and newsletter. The content of the first two editions was chock full 
or information on several stations including frequencies, schedules, QSL addresses, informalion on 
sponsoring groups, news at the station, and links to web sites. The newsletter will be sent immediately 
to those who contribute regularly, and is available to everybody else via the internet web links listed 
iiere. This is definitely a new publication that will be of widespread use to clandestine radio buffs, so 
you ought to check it out. 

As I wrote this column in mid-May, there were three issues of Clandestine Radio Watch posted on the 
two web sites. Among the most timely and interesting bit of news in this 12 page newsletter was the 
following item from Indonesia. 

RADIO FREE EAST TIMOR? 

The lead story in the April 30 edition of Clandestine Radio Watch was an announcement of future 
plans for a Radio Free East Timor broadcaster. The East Timor International Support Center from 
Darwin. Australia is working on the development of this station. Its programs, projected to be produced 
in the Tctum language that dominates East Timor, would be one hour in lengthy on a daily schedule. 
Sonny Inbaraj, ET1SC Media Officer, was quoted in Clandestine Radio Watch with the observation 
that the goal of the station was to link the Indonesian pro-democracy movement and the East Timorese 
independence movement. Financing is being sought from unnamed "Australian funding agencies." 
Given the recent political and economic chaos in Indonesia, as well as the iong-standing political 
tension in East Timor, there could be some pressure to speed up the process on this station, or on a 
similar clandestine. The ETISC maintains a web site, so you can go to http://www.cssttimor.com if 
you'd like to check out progress on the project. A RealAudio feed of the programming is anticipated if

ACE member and clandestine expert Ilarald Kuhl of Germany sends in the following background 
information on Radio Rainbow: "According to an official GRAPECA document dated June 1994, the 
organization was founded in August 1990 in Paris. They began their work already back in 1979 under a 
different name inside Ethiopia, when they had to operate under conditions of absolute secrecy. In the 
document they also give some information about their public awareness campaigns, consisting of a 
monthly journal published in Addis Ababa and a weekly one hour broadcast of Radio Selam. The 
station name obviously has been Changed to Radio Rainbow since publication of the document, maybe 
because thev changed to (heir new transmitter provider." Harald points out that they are using the 
Juelich transmitter of DTK, which is more familiar to DXers over the years as a Deutsche Welle site. 
In another matter with German connections, Harald sends in the following information about the Voice 
ofOromo Liberation: "A spokesperson of SDO, which is the organization standing behind the Voice of 
Oromo Liberation, just told me in a telephone conversation that their offices in Berlin during the Easter 
weekend have been visited and searched through by an unknown group, they broke into the rooms at 
night and left them in a mess; seemingly nothing has been stolen, though. SBO believes that this has 
been a political operation carried out by some sort or secret service. SBO tried to find out who was 
standing behind this, but had no success until now. Neighbors saw four civilian cars that night, parking 
close to the house in which the SBO offices and studios are located. During our conversation, the SBO 
spokesperson also mentioned possible broadcasting activity towards Somalia, backed by an unnamed 
Ogadcn organization. 

We thank Ilarald for these very interesting items. It is clear that Germany is currently a player in a 
number of clandestine broadcasting operations. 

CHIAPAS NON-LIBRE 

It's been a while since 1 have mentioned La Voz de Chiapas Libre, the semi-mythical clandestine radio 
broadcaster from the southern Mexico province of Chiapas. Despite continued political and military 
unrest within this region of Mexico, the degree of shortwave clandestine prngiamniing related to the 
conflict has remained near or a( zero. But, Don Moore forwards an item from the World Association of 
Community Radio Biondi-astns in Montreal, pointing out that the Mexican government is attempting 
to censor an internet web site operated by the Zapatista National l iberation Army (EZLN). 
The story claims that the Mexican government is "looking for any regulation or law which could stop 
the Zapatistas from using internet technology." The Mexican government is also posting material on 
the web pages of the Mexican Ministry of the Interior and the Mexican news agency Notimex. Of 
course, I have unfortunate news from the Mexican government. A means to jam the internet has not yet 
been discovered, and it would literally be impossible for the Mexican government or anybody else to 
prevent the Zapatistas from operating a web page from anyplace in the world., except perhaps from 
within Mexico if the government restricted this. 

The Zapatista Front of National Liberation maintains a detailed web site in English, using http://www. ( 
pcak.org/~jiishna/fzln/ as its URL. The site is chock frill or information, including links to a variety of 
other Zapatista sites. I looked it over and saw no mention of clandestine radio activity from the 
Zapatistas. But, it is a tremendously detailed and frequently updated list of new s from Chiapas from the 
Zapatista perspective. It includes a section on "How You Can Help." It is possible that this is the site 
that the Mexican government is upset about. 

GUERRILLA-NET 

If you're doing research on links between revolutionary groups and their actual or potential clandestine 
radio activity, the Gucrrilla-Nct web site is an interesting resource. It is mainly a list of links to web 
sites operated by "guerrilla forces around the world." It's worth a look at the 
http://membcrs. tripod. com/~giicrriManct/index.html URL. 

LA VOZ DEL C1D 

I periodically get comments from DXers that it is a shame that the number or pure clandestine 
broadcasters in the Western Hemisphere has dwindled to a trickle. The last or the mainstays was La 
Voz del C1D, the clandestine voice of Cuba Independiente y Democratica. Jeff White of WRMI 
reminds us that this one can still be heard, although it's now via WRMl's transmitter. The show airs for 
only a half hour at 2230 UTC weekdays and 1 330 UTC Saturdays. Clandestine Radio Watch notes that 
C1D has a web site using lii(pi//www.cubacid.com as the URL. 



MORE CONFLICT AT OFFICE OF CUBA BROADCASTING 



I received multiple news items lately, one of which came from the operators of Clandestine Radio: An 
Anti-Castro Historiography web site that still operates using the URL of 
hitp:/Avww.geocities.com/CapitolHill/Lobby/8115/ on the web, that a struggle continues between the 
Office of Cuba Broadcasting and the Presidential Advisory Board for Radio Broadcasting to Cuba. We 
previously mentioned that Herminio San Roman took over as the director of the Office of Cuba 
Broadcasting following the death of Jorge Mas Canosa. San Roman, with the support of Bill Clinton, is 
apparently making staff cuts at Radio and TV Marti. As we have mentioned before, another good place 
to follow developments on an issue like this is the hHp://www.laker.nc»/nike/mcgalinks/html web 
site of the Cuba MegaLinks Center. 

BBCMS CLANDESTINE STATION PROFILES 

Last month we mentioned Cirovc Enterprises' intentionally lapsed subscription to (he weekly BBCMS 
monitoring news service, which was eliminated as a result of the huge cost. However, Monitoring 
Times remains on Hie list for BBCMS's periodic clandestine station profiles that are based on this news. 
So, with our often-stated appreciation expressed to Bob Grove and MT. here are a handful of the latest 

items. 

Burma. The Democratic Voice of Burma, using Democratic Myanmar a-Than as their Burmese ID, 
has been around since 1992. BBCMS says they use transmitters in Norway, Germany, and Tajikistan 
from 1245-1345 UTC on 15330 (Germany) and 1 1520 (Tajikistan), ands 1 1850 kHz (Norway) from 
1430-1455 UTC. They use PO Box 6720, St. Olavs Plass, 0120 Oslo, Norway as their contact address. 
Cambodia. Voice of the National United Army, the Khmer Rouge station using a Cambodian ID of 
saithani vitthyu samlend kangtoap sarnakki cheat, has been around in one form or another since 1979. 
Currently it uses 5407 kHz for one hour broadcasts at 1 100 and 2330 UTC, both of which should be 
audible in North America during the winter. 

Iran. The schedule for Voice of Southern Azerbaijan, which in Azeri is an ID of Bura Janubi 
Azerbaijan Sasi, has been around since July 1996. It is hostile to the Iran government; Southern 
Azerbaijan is a province of Iran bordering Azerbaijan. The transmitter site is supposedly in Israel. The 
schedule is 1 1935 kHz at 0515 UTC and 13645 kHz at 1530 UTC, with boih broadcasts for an hour. 
They have responded to reports via Vosa Ltd., Postfach 108, A-1193 Vienna, Austria, and have a 
Netherlands phone number of 31-307-192189. 

Iraq. The Voice of the Iraqi People, otherwise known as the Republic of Iraq Radio and formerly 
known as the Voice of Free Iraq when it started broadcasting on New Years Day of 1991. is operated 
bv the USA according to the Washington Post, either using transmitters in Egypt or Saudi Arabia. 
Their current schedule is listed by BBCMS on 9568 and 9563 kHz from 1300-1630, with another 
broadcast sometimes found signing off at 0000* UTC. 

Iraq. "The Future," which uses an Arabic ID of Al-Mustaqbal, is the voice of the Iraqi National 
Accord. This one operates only on 1584 kHz MW, so it will be a tough catch until next winter from 
North America. Even then it will be tough, but if you want to make a mental note, try the period 
between 2100-0200 UTC on days of good transatlantic MW. 

Iraq. Iraqi Army Radio has changed its name to Voice of the Armed Foices, which in Arabic is an ID 
of sawt al-quwwat al-musallahah al-basilah. Here's another MW target, also using the 1584 kHz 
frequency. So, be careful if you think you hear The Future. BBCMS says this one is probably from 
Kuwait, and that it uses 1575 kHz as an alternate. 

REVIEW OF McCORMlCK's WEINER BOOK 

Although Allan Weincr is hardly a clandestine station operator, some of you may be interested in a 
review of Anita McConnick's book about Weiner that ran in Antique Radio Classified Well-known 
veteran DXcr Jerry Berg of CPRV fame wrote the review of My Fight for Free Radio, which I have 
road.

A couple of years ago, Don Schimmel alerted me to an odd RTTY station found by 
Kevin Tubbs. This station was using names of space shuttles as callsigns, sending 5F 
groups, and plenty of lines of RY's. What first appeared to be an oddity later turned out to 
be some of the most interesting monitoring I have ever come across. The station Kevin 
had found turned out to be a training station used by the U. S. Military to train intercept 
operators I copied this station extensively in 1996 and have a thick folder of printouts of 
the copied traffic. 

The frequencies used by this station are 10225 and 16303.6, with two skeds daily, 
Monday through Friday, at 1600 and 2100 UTC. The modes used are 45, 50, 57, 75, & 
100 baud RTTY; 50, 75, 110, 150 baud ASCII; SITOR-B; and CW. Despite which digital 
mode or speed is used, 170 Hz shift is always used. Transmissions usually last about 
two hours, and various different modes are used in each session. This station changes 
modes often and seemingly random choices of modes are made. 

The traffic sent in each broadcast session consists of just about every type of message 
format you could imagine. The traffic simulates net operations sending various coded 
messages consisting of 3F, 4F, 5F. 3L, 4L, and 5L groups. Callsigns used by this station 
range from tactical callsigns such as the aforementioned shutlle names, to 3, 4, or 5-digit 
letter/number combinations. Both the message formats and callsigns vary widely, 
depending on what type of communications are being simulated. 

Normally cipher messages are sent, but occasionally plaintext exercise traffic is sent, 
and this can be interesting. It can also give clues as to the identity of this station. On 17 
September 1996 I copied this CW message: BASELINE EXERCISE INFORMATION: 
FOR EXERCISE PURPOSES TODAY IS TUESDAY, 3 SEP 96. ALL TIME 
REFERENCES IN TRAFFIC SHOULD BE CONSIDERED LOCAL TIME. CONVERT 
THESE TIMES TO ZULU BY ADDING SEVEN HOURS. This gives a hint as to the 
location of the receiving station, if not the transmitting station. Zulu -7 is the Mountain 
time zone, and it is apparent that this is where the receiving station is located. 

Occasionally, the traffic will simulate international incidents, such as the transmission 
on 14 May 1998 in RTTY 45/170. This simulated voice traffic in which "Lavatyan Naval 
Vessel PCC51 Subhadra" fired on an unidentified vessel which turned out to be a 
"Karuban Fishing Vessel." There is, of course, no such country as Lavatya or Karuba. It 
is obvious that this is a lesson in how to spot reportable intercept. The boys in 
Washington would be most interested in this if it were to happen in real life. 

Bob Margolis reported copying this station in which shipping reports from fictitious 
cargo vessels were sent to fictitious coastal stations, each having the name of a fruit. 
When's the last time you've received a QSL from Radio Melontown, Radio Orangapolis, 
or Radio Apple Island? 

Bob reported that a fictitious "piracy incident report" was made by one of the ships bound 
for Orangapolis, which was boarded by men with "Orange" accents. This also appears to 
be more training in how to spot reportable incidents. 

After copying this station for so long, I noticed that the traffic started to repeat itself. I 
was able to determine that a station I had heard on 7 December 1995 on 16172 KHZ was 
the same station. I haven't heard this station on this frequency since, nor have I seen it 
logged by anyone. Currently it uses 10225 and 16303.6 parallel, and may possibly use 
other frequencies. 

Next month, I'll give some insight into the possible location of the receiving station, if 
not the transmitter site itself.\

BEGINNINGS: At one time or another, there always has to be a beginning to ar 
with radio, either pirate or micro! At one time or another, a pirate was a micro-'caster, or pirates 
either changed to or augmented their operations with micro transmitters. The following Station 
Profile is from Steve Mann on the birth of Radio Eclipse: 

"Back during the summer prior to my senior year in high school, a friend told me he knew where 
to gel a transmitter for the FM broadcast band. Later that day we went to a fellow's home and gave 
it a test run. It worked fine so we bought it." 

"The transmitter was nothing more than a signal generator from the mid 60's, but when coupled to 
a high gain directional antenna, it provided decent coverage for about 1/2 mile. My friend was 
expecting some powerhouse rig that would go for miles, so he just let me have the thing. Once I 
had the opportunity to TOY with the dual tube test device, major changes took place!" 
"Another friend's father had the same signal generator, so after finding out about my idea, he got 
his dad's out and started playing around. I got a phone call from him saying he connected an amp 
to his and he was covering a 3 mile radius! I immediately hopped in my car, tuned to his 
frequency and proceeded toward his house. Sure enough, I started receiving his signal at approx. 
4-1/2 miles from his location! I met him in his driveway asking, "What did you hook up?" He had 
placed an 82 channel distribution amp between the transmitter and his TV antenna. The results 
were astonishing! 1 borrowed the amp at that moment; the rest became history!" 
"To make a long story shorter, I placed various Radio Shack FM, TV and other pre-amps in series 
before being coupled to a radio Shack directional antenna. For example, on the '25 db FM 
BOOSTER', where the connector said "antenna', that went to the transmitter and "receiver 1 went to 
the antenna." 

"A third friend took interest and offered to help out with whatever he could. He ended up being 
my co-announcer and we had the coolest senior year anyone could ever imagine. We would get 
together on weekends and have broadcast parties! We only had a handful of regular listeners who 
would drive around our coverage area, listen and then tell us what they heard on Monday morning 
at school. I still have some ol the tapes we made and are they ever BAD! We were so rude, foul 
and obnoxious (not to mention drunk) on the air. Luckily, we lived in a rural/suburban area. We 
were on all the time with a 6 mile coverage area. Ali that with a drifty signal generator! (I had to 
retunc the thing every <1 minutes to stay on frequency for our listeners with digital receivers!)" 
"Well, that's a brief history of the birth of RADIO ECLIPSE! 73, Steve Mann" 
And you may be able to catch Steve operating RADIO ECLIPSE on 6955 kHz some fine weekend 
evening, either with approximately 95 watts SSB or 150 watts AM! Tell him you read his story in 
"micro-'casting!"
